The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
applicable prior art discussed below does not disclose, nor does it suggest an electrical 
waveguide being electrically coupled to the electroabsorption modulator contacts, where 
electrical signals are provided for modulation of optical signals from the laser portion. 
As these limitations of claim ^ are not taught by the prior art discussed in detail below, 
It is the examiner's opinion that independent claim j29 and its dependent claims are 
allowable.
